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I will answer for you today some of the questions that have puzzled the commmunity for the 
past few years, especially before our youth who will be the leaders of tomorrow and who will someday 
help to preserve the heritage of the Filipinos in the United States. I especially recall this today for 
most of the Filipino priests in the Bay area have in a way indicated their apprehension that by march- 
ing through the streets of San Francisco, the people who watch will be laughing at us. My friends, bear 
in mind that the traditional procession/parade in honor of the Santo Nino is a very great part of this 
celebration, and that San Francisco is indeed proud of the Filipino cultural heritage — not just 
San Francisco but the whole state of California. Governor Deukmejian in his message this year refers 
to the "rich and colorful heritage of the Filipinos" which, he says, has "added vitality to California, 
giving our state unmatched diversity and strength." No other city in the United States observes this 
traditional procession — only San Francisco, which has opened its streets to accomodate the largest 
Santo Nino procession outside of the Philippines. 

Holding the festival at Civic Center Plaza here at City Hall, and the participation of so many 
government officials, has not changed the religious celebration into a political event. The heart of the 
city is the most appropriate place for this most important celebration of the Filipinos in San Francisco, 
because San Francisco takes pride in Filipino activities, and each year the Honorable Mayor has issued 
the proclamation of the Santo Nino Festival, and the city, state, and federal officials present each 
time have only served to uplift the image of the Filipino nationwide.

CULTURAL LANDMARK 



The State Historical Resource Commission in 
Sacramento recently approved the recommenda- 
tion of the San Francisco Landmarks Board nomi- 
nating the International Hotel here as a "cultural 
landmark." The p 

landmark." The proposal has been passed on to 
Washington, D.C. and has been nominated to be 
put on the National Register of Historic Places as a 
"historic structure." 

Now listed in the National Register, the his- 
toric Kearny Street sturcture, will become eli- 
gible for several considerations: 

1. Makes private property owners eligible 
to be considered for federal grants-in-aid for his- 
toric preservation through state programs. 

2. Provides protection through comment by 
the Advisory Council on the Historic Preservation 
on the effect of federally financed, assisted, or 
licensed undertakings on historic properties, as 
stated in Section 106 of the National Historic 
Preservation Act of 1966 and Executive Order 
11593. 

Previously, when the proposal was before the 
National Register, the Register would inform the 
present owners. Four Seas Development Corp., of 
its status and give them time to reply. 

The significance of the State Commission 
action is that according to some the special status 
of the International Hotel was based on socio- 
cultural importance to the Filipino community. 
Architecturally, the building is not of any sig- 
nificance, admitted one supporter. Supporters 
think that this is the first time in the state's history 
that any building was placed in this special status 
based on "socio-cultural" reasons. 



The newly gained status of the hotel does not 
prevent the issuance of city demolition permits. 
Dr. Knox Mellon, director of the S.F. Parks and 
Recreation Department, said that this designation 
will assist in safeguarding the hotel from demo- 
lition but will not completely insure that the 
city government will not issue a permit to demo- 
lish the hotel. "It," adds Dr. Mellon, "will, how- 
ever, be reluctant to do so." 

The action of the state body was initiated 
by the recommendation of the San Francisco 
Landmarks Commission. 

Mrs. Sally Famarin, a Filipino member of 
the city body, testified before the nine-member 
city board urging passage of the proposal. 

She said that since her arrival here in the 
United States 27 years ago, Filipinos have always 
referred to this block of Kearny Street as Manila- 
town. She said that although the building does not 
have any architectural distinction, the building 
has an "ethnic identity in San Francisco for one 
group, the Filipinos." 

Although the Filipinos have established them- 
selves in other parts of the city, and even when 
the "oldtimers" are no longer around, Famarin 
said the "International Hotel remains important to 
them (Filipinos) . . . because of the struggle of the 
younger people for the past several years to save it 
from demolition." 

After Ms. Famarin's plea, the S.F Landmarks 
Commission voted unanimously to pass their 
recommendation to the State. Their action re- 
versed previous attempts in 1969 to place it in the 
favored designation.
